Anyone  in  this  country  who  quarrels 
with  his  bread  and  butter  on  the 
ground  that  others  may  have  more 
needs  to  have  his  head  examined.  In 
Canada,  If  anywhere  In  the  world,  able- 
bodied  Individuals  are  able  to  and  also 
expected  to  look  after  themselves.  A lazy 
Individual  would  soon  be  destitute  any- 
where, and  no  form  of  social  security  will 
ever  cure  that.  Apart  from  the  handi- 
capped and  the  aged,  this  Is  a country 
that  abounds  In  real  opportunities  for  those 
who  will  seek  them.  Social  security, 
properly  handled,  can  take  care  of  the 
handicapped  and  those  who  by  reason  of 
their  years  su’C  beyond  their  work.  It  can 
never  lake  the  place  of  willing  voluntary 
effort,  which  Is  the  backbone  of  any  coun- 
try and  long  the  making  of  this  one. 

A 8ui>erflclal  survey  of  the  world  today 
would  show  a thousand  differences  between 
the  lot  of  the  average  Canadian,  man  or 
woman,  and  their  counterparts  In  many 
other  lands.  Canada  has  no  concentration 
camps,  no  forced  labor  battalions,  no  Job- 


control  edlcU.  no  commissars.  All  Indi- 
viduals are  free  to  seek  a market  for  their 
capabilities  in  whatsoever  field  they  may 
choose.  Whatever  the  experience  in  the 
cities,  one  mile  bevond  their  borders  the 
“help  wanted**  signs  begin  to  appear,  ^d 
from  there  they  stretch  out  to  the  edge 
of  the  frontier  on  every  side. 

No  country  can  have  it  both  ways, 
present  uneasy  absorption  with  “security 
can  only  be  at  the  expense  of  freedom.  A 
Soviet  factory  worker  or  farm  laborer  may 
have  security,  but  he  certainly  has  not 
freedom.  The  pioneers  who  laid  down  the 
foundation  of  this  nation  did  not  ask  any- 
one to  provide  their  security.  They  made 
their  own.  There  was  no  sitting  down  or 
folding  hands  until  a government  provided 
In  the  role  of  foster  parent.  When  they 
won  the  credit  was  their  own.  When  they 
lost  they  did  not  cry  over  it.  but  began 
again.  They  were  builders,  and  this  land 
gave  them  a rich  living  and  the  only 
security  that  Is  worth  having— freedom 
within  the  law.

TJje  Minister’s  authority  under  the  Act 
so  far  as  intervention  'is  concerned  Is 
limited  to  doing  “such  things"  as  may  “pro- 
mote conditions  favorable  to  settlement  of 
disputes."  To  that  end  he  may  appoint  an 
Industrial  Inquiry  commission  of  one  or 
more  members  to  Investigate  and  advise 


cers  and  boards/  It  would  seem  that  before 
taking  such  a course  the  Minister  would 
have  to  be  shown  more  convincing  grounds 
for  it  than  the  mere  fact  that  the  partie.s 
have  failed  to  reach  agreement. 

It  must  be  assumed  that  the  company 
wishes  to  resume  operations  and  that  the 
men  want  to  go  back  to  work.  That  being 
the  case,  It  la  for  the  employers  and  the 
union  to  come  to  lcrm.s  and  end  the  strike, 
for  In  the  final  analysis  no  one  else  can  do 
It  for  them.  The  machinery  of  the  I.C  A. 
Act  exists  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  dis- 
putants together  in  an  orderly  and  amic- 
able manner  and  to  assist  them  in  Ihelr 
negotiations.

The  people  of  British  Columbia  lost 
one  of  their  best  friends  last  week 
when  Hon.  George  Pearson,  worn  out 
by  iUxiess  and  hard  work,  retired  from 
the  Cabinet. 

When  he  left  there  was  genuine  ead- 
ness.  not  only  among  his  Government 
colleagues,  but  among  thousands  of 
his  fellow  ciUsens  who  knew  him  as 
the  champion  of  the  weak  and  down- 
trodden. 

George  SharraW  Pearson  came  from 
England  to  Nanaimo  with  his  parents 
at  the  age  of  nine.  He  grew  up  in  the 
rough  and  tumble  life  of  a coal  min- 
ing village,  played  baseball  oo  the 
corner  lots  and  learned  early  the 
hardship  that  was  frequently  an  In- 
separable part  of  the  lowly  miner's 
life. 

Perhaps  In  those  early  days  he  saw 
the  things  that  made  him  a lifelong 
champion  of  the  working  man,  the 
poor  and  the  sick. 

At  17  he  left  high  school,  donned 
a while  coat  and  went  to  work  In  a 
grocery.  Fired  with  ambition,  he 
worked  hard,  bought  out  his  em- 
ployer's business  at  the  age  of  24.  His 
business  grew  and  In  1918  he  went 
Into  partnership  with  the  great  whole- 
sale firm.  Malkins  of  Vancouver. 

A Liberal,  he  was  first  elected  to 
the  Legislature  in  1028  He  was  in  tha 
opposition  headed  by  T.  D Pattullo. 
Soon  the  Legislature  began  to  hear 
speeches  from  the  new  member  about 
protecting  the  rlghU  of  the  working 
man.  His  people  liked  It,  aruLin  all 
his  political  life  he  never  knew  defeat 
. at  the  polls. 

In  1038  the  Conservatives  were 
ousted.  The  Pattullo  Liberals  look  of- 
fice and  Mr.  Pearson  was  made  Labor 
Minister.  It  was  a tough  lime  to  take 
over— In  the  midst  of  a great  depres- 
sion. The  new  minister  studied  the, 
best  labor  laws  he  could  find,  soon 
began  laying  the  basis  for  what  be- 
came the  Industrial  OonclUatlon  and 
Arbitration  Act.  When  It  passed,  union 
men  in  the  public  gallery  broke  out 
in  cheering.  During  the  war.  when 
the  Federal  Government  took  Juris- 


diction over  labor,  Mr.  Pearson  was  a 
main  consulUnt  in  draughUng  war- 
time Uwi.  He  planned  many  of  the 
changes  that  have  since  made  Brit- 
ish ColumWa's  labor  code  a model  for 
others 

He  fought  hard  and  long  for  his 
new  code,  frequently  over  the  deter-  ■ 
mined  opposUlot.  of  some  of  his  Cabi- 
net eoileagues  and  the  province  s busi- 
nessmen. and  more  than  once  threat- 
ened resignation  rather  than  eomjyro- 
mlse. 

In  1941  he  became  Provincial  Secre- 
tary and  responsible  for  health  and 
welfare  under  John  Hart,  then  Pre- 
mier. Under  Pearson  this  work  was 
greatly  expanded  and  under  the  Prov- 
ince undertook  its  greatest  eocUl  ex- 
periment — the  hospital  insurance 
scheme. 

a * ♦ 

As  the  years  rolled  on  Mr.  Pearson 
became  more  and  more  wbsofbed  In 
his  work  until  it  became  his  whole  life. 
He  had  a heart  as  big  as  the  world 
and  he  used  every  resoucc  at  his  com- 
mand to  get  a belter  deal  for  the  in- 
firm. the  aged  and  the  poor. 

His  colleagues  often  complained 
that  he  wanted  all  the  money  for  his 
scheme.  He  fought  stubbornly,  end- 
lessly to  get  more,  for  he  couldn’t  con- 
ceive of  anything  more  Important. 

Uke  all  Uiose  treading  new  paths, 
he  made  mUlakes  and  was  aomellmes 
bitterly  crlilclsed.  He  was  hurt  by 
erltieUm.  He  sometimes  could  not 
realise  people  could  disagree  wrlth  him, 
yet  never  doubt  his  good  Intentions. 
He  knew  this  as  one  of  his  weaknesses, 
often  remarked  on  It,  but  was  never 
able  to  entirely  overcome  it 

HU  health  began  to  fall.  But  he 
continued  to  work,  until  tlUs  Spring. 
Then  hU  health  broke  entirely  and  he 
could  drive  himself  no  more.  He  haled 
the  thought  of  retiring  before  the 
hospital  iDstirance  scheme  was  work- 
ing veell.  but  hU  tired  body  would  be 
driven  no  more. 

Politics  and  government  was  no 
game  to  George  Pearson.  It  was  a 
chance  to  serve  hU  fellow  men.  His 
only  regret  U that  he  U unable  to 
continue.

Among  thoea  on  wliom  the  death 
sentence  was  pronounced  In  Bulgaria 
were  three  firtrner  regents — Prtnea 
Cyril,  former  Premier  Bogden  PhUov. 
and  Lt.*Oea  Nikola  Mikhov— 23 
former  cabinet  members  arwl  nine 
king's  counsellors.  Two  other  for- 
mer premiers  also  went  to  the 
tallows. 

In  Hungary,  the  long  list  of  men 
executed  for  war  ciimre  Included 
former  Premlrri  Bela  Imredy  and 
lAsaUo  BardoMy,  plus  generals  and 
cabinet  minlstcra  In  Cxecho* 
Slovakia— the  purged  Included  Oen* 
trail  Otto  Blaha  and  Robert 
Rlchtermoc.  Msgr.  Joseph  Tlso, 
former  president  of  the  Natl  puppet 
Republic  of  Slovakia. 

A nnng  squad  In  Albania  claimed 
former  Premier  MUlo  BushaU  and 
former  Regents  Anton  ArapI  end 
Lev  Noaal.  In  Romania,  former 
Dictator  Ion  Antonescu  and  three 
top  aldee  were  executed.

In  YugoaUvla,  a firing  squad  at 
dawn  wiped  out  the  remains  cf  the 
once*powerful  Chelnlk  forcea,  in- 
cluding Oen.  Draja  Mlkhallovltch. 

The  aecQDd  wave  of  executions 
was  started  almost  before  the  first 
was  finished  and  was  designed  to 
solidify  the  position  of  the  new 
Communist  govemmenia

In  Bulgaria.  Cascho-Slovakla.  Run- 
gary.  Romania  and  Yugoslavia. 

On  August  16.  1847.  Nikola  Ptt- 
kov,  leader  of  the  Bulgarian  Ag- 
rarlan  Party  and  former  member  of 
the  governing  Fatherland  Proni.  Was 
cnovicted  of  oaoxplracy  to  overthrow 
the  Oovemment.  He  was  hanged 
SepUmber  33.  1847.
